bever mention the fact of their being

city. 

Petersburg -on-the Appomat- 
tox, the “Cockade City” of the “Old 
Dominion,” we ,spent our Christmas 
holidays, and despite the most severe 
spell of cold weather known in that lo- 
cality for many years, we enjoyed it 
hugely—while at our dinner. 

When not engaged in the above 
named pleasant and agrecable pastime, 
we “sloshed ” around the city to see the 
sights and, as near as possible, compare 
notes with the doings of our own native 
heath. 

Petersburg is different from Raleigh 
—very different. Raleigh has polices 
men, We saw onc in Petersburg—at 
the theatre, but more of him hereafter. 
Drunken negroes bang at closed doors 
on Sycamore street, baw] loud and sing 
obscene songs—nobody objects. 

It is the peculiar delight of all the 
boys, (some 45 years old,) to blow tin 
horns on Christmas eve and Christmas 
(lay. We enjoyed this sport because 
they seemed to enjoy it, but we did not 
join in the blow. 

As it was Christmas and,a seven inch 
snow on the ground, business was 
almost entirely suspended and the city 
wore a dead, gloomy appearance after 
the second day. 

Petersburg has a Theatre, called the 
Academy of Masic. It is comparative- 
ly new and doubtless built at consider- 
able expense, but badly constructed and 
ipconveniently arranged. 

Skiff & Gaylord’s minstrels, a troupe 
of renown, was billed at the Academy 
of Music for Friday night. We went 
—of course We reached the hall just 
before the rising of the curtain, found 
a good audience in numbers, but few 
ladies—yet there were ladies. Boys in 
the gallery (some over 45 years old) 
were boisterous. Gentlemen sit in the 
dress circle with their hats on, others 
stood in the aisle, talked loud, whistled 
and sung songs. Before the perform- 
ance commenced the boys, (some over 
45 years old) became exceedingly bois- 
terous and unruly. A policeman, (the 
first we had seen) came forward in the 
aisle and made a speech. He reminded 
the audience that ladies were present, 
ard for their sake, and an as especial 
favor to himselfhe would ask them to be 
quiet. The speech was received with 
tremendous applause, and the noise, 
whistling, song singing, and disorder 
became general, when several of the 
ladies left the hall. 

The concert was poor, the room was 
cold, and we must say we were very 
unfavorably impressed with the Peters- 
burg Academy of Music on the whole. 

As we have something else to write 
up besides Petersburg, we will continue 
this article in our next, when we pro- 
pose to give the bright side of Peters- 
burg-on-the-Appomattox, the “Cockade 
City” of the “Old Dominion.”

Judge Durell, the Fedecal Jeffreys in 
Louisiana, not only sets aside elections, 
displaces Governors, turns out Legisla- 
tures and abolishes State Governments 
by the dash of his pen, but by the same 
p tent agency he reestablisbes a new 
Government of his own partisans, and 
procures an order from the President 
of the United S.ates sustaining his 
action and commanding obedience and 
submission to the bogus authoritics. 

It is difficult to mention any vital 

principle of free Government which has 
not been. violated by Durell and his 
conspirators in the Louisiana infamy. 
During this war upon the pecoply’s 
rights, the freedom of the press has not 
escaped, A base, unwarranted, coward- 
ly assault has been made upon its 
liberties by the recent suppression of 
the New Orleans Times. 
paper had criticized with ju: 
severity and much ability the usurpa. 
tory conduct of Durcil, Pinchback and 
company, and by its manly and patri- 
otic course it brought down upon its 
head the condemnation and vengeance 
of the Rump Government. The fiat was 
issued—the order was obeyed—and the 
Times feli—a victim of Radical hate 
and Radical persecution ! 

We know the plea is sct up by Du-

This indignity, this high-handed out- 
rage, this unwarrantec usurpatioa, this 
unexampled licentiousness of power, 
illustrate the political demoralization of 
the age and the alarming stride the 
country is making towar i rclentlees and 
unmasked despotism ! 

In the sight of day, in the noon-tide 
light of the nineteenth century, before 
the eyes of the nation, in the face of 
the whole worid, the freedom of the 
press is stricken down i= one of the 
United States of America, by a Federal 
Judge, backed by the bayonets of Fed- 
eral soldicry and sustained by the arm 
of the National Executive !

THE ROLE OF LITTLEFIELD 
IN ALABAMA, 

It is apparent, from the recent action 
of the Radicals in the Alabama Legis!a- 
ture, that. schemes of plunder and 
peculation have been set on foot in that 
State, which, if successful, will prove a 
rich harvest for the corrupt plotters. 

The Radical Legislature, which holds 
its separate sessions in the Court House, 
in Montgomery, in violation of the

North Carolina has been plundered 
by the conduct of such wretches as are 
now figuring in the Rump Legislature 
of Alabama,until there is nothing left to 
steal, according to the statement of a 
leading Radical who left the State on 
that account. 

Bonds were issued from time to time 
by the Radical Legislature of North 
Carolina in 1869 and 1870 until they 
reached the amount of nearly twenty 
millions of dollars. Many of these were 
negotiated by the Littictield-Swepson 
ring, who put the money in their own 
pockets without accounting to the 
State—thus breaking down the credit 
of North Carolina and fleecing the pub 
lic to enrich themselves.

Gen. Lane is now Professor of Nat- 

ural Philosophy, Chemistry and Milita- 

ry Tactics inthe Virginia Agricultural 

and Mcchanical College, at Blacksburg. 

Although a Virginian by birth, Gen. 

Lane is closely identified with North 

Carolina which until recently was the 
home of his adoption. Le was associa- 
ted with Gen. Hill in conducting the 
Charlotte Military Institute, at the time 
of bicaking out of hostilties between 
the North and the South, and was made 
Majer of the 1st, or Bethel Regiment of 
volunteers. Gen. Hill being made Col- 
oncl and GC. C. Lee Lieutenant Colonel. 
The latter was killed while at the head 
of another Regiment. 

Gen. Lane was afterwards Colonel of 
the 33rd Regiment of State Troops, of 
Branch’s Brigade, acd after the death 
ot Gen. Branch was appointed to suc- 
ceed that distinguished ‘officer. Gen. 
Lane performed galiant service during 
the war-—was wounded several times, 
and was highly esteemed for his brave- 
ry, skill, modesty and moral character. 

After the close of the war he 
returned to the home of his choice, 
North Carolina, and established a school 
in Cabarrus County. 

A more lucrative situation being 
offered him in Virginia, he accepted tie 
position, and we have not heard of 
him since unti! we saw his name in con- 
nection with the superintendence of the 
Hillsboro Academy. 

We regret that Gen. Lane has declined 
the position tendered him at Hillsboro, 
as such an accomplished sand-patriotic 
gentleman would bea valuable acces- 
sion to any State. 


THE DUTY OF THE PRESS. 
The public press is a great power in 
the land. It is potent for good or evil. 
Properly directed, it is capable of ac 
complishing inealculable good for man- 
kind. Under evil influences, it is 
calculated to work a vast amount of 
mischief. 

It is the duty of the press to avoid 
licentiousness of speech—to elevate and 
instruct and refine. 

The Northern pictorials of a certain 
class are exercising a highly pernicious 
influence on the morals of that com- 
munity that may be cursed with their 
circulatiou. Such journals should be 
banished from society and shunned with 
the same aversion as a pestilence. 

Step by step the political journalism 
of the land is descending from its high 
estate and bringing reproach and dis 
grace upon a nuble profession. Instead 
of that high tone, dignity, courtesy and 
chivalrous honor which should charac— 
terize gentlemen in every walk and 
circle of life, we find that many news- 
papers that are considered respectable, 
delight in feeding upon the private 
reputations of their personal and polit- 
ical opponents and invading the sanc- 
tity of the domestic hearthstone to open 
to the gaze of the public, the wounds 
that should be kept veiled forever in 
secrecy. 

It is certainly a sad commeutary upon 
the degeneracy of the times when the 
public taste has become so depraved 
that it finds refreshment and gratifica. 
tion in reading columasof vituperation 
and personal invective—usually the 
emanation of a wicked and corrupt 
heart. 

No character is too pure, no object 
too high, no conduct too noble, to 
escape calumny and slander. And when 
the press lends its voice and influcnce to 
such unholy impious work, it becomes 
recreant ia its high mission and is 
prostituted in an unrightous cause. 


THE HERALD’s INCONSIS- 
TENCY. 

We alluded a few days since to the 
position of the New York Heruld, that 
the Credit Mobilier was a private affair 
with which Congress had nothing to 
do, and the cffurt to investigate the 
charges of bribery and corruption al- 
leged against certain Congressmen in 
connection therewith was impertinent 
and unjust.

GEorRGE CaTLIN, the artist who re- 
cently died in Jersey City, in the 
seventy-sixth year of his age, rendered 
memorable service in preserving the 

uliar features of many tribes ol 
fodians now extinct. For eight years 
he lived among these people, visited 
forty-eight tribes, and brought home 
over three thousand figures in oil, con- 
taining almost every variety of Indian 
physiognomy. His works are now 
standard authorities on the manners, 


customs and; peculiarities of the,*North 

American Indians.”” One only need 

look at the engravings in De Bry, or 
those in the “Virginia” of Captain John 
Smith, to see what an erroneous idea 
the English of that age must have form- 
ed of the personal appearance of the 
savages inhabiting the land they were 
then invited by flowery promises to 
colonize. The costume in those old 
prints may be correct, but the features 
are all those of the Caucasian race, 
slightly modified. Until Catlin and 
Stanley formed their galleries there was 
little of true portraiture in the pictures 
of Indian life, even in tbis country. It 
is to be hoped that Congress will buy 
the collection of Mr. Catlin. It should 
have become national property before 
this.
